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NEXT STAGE FOR WOODBERRY DOWN 


O ne of London's 
biggest 
regeneration 
schemes, which is set to 
transform a deprived area 
of Hackney has taken a 
vital step closer. 

A master plan for the 
£1 billion regeneration of 
Woodberry Down, which 
includes the construction of 
more than 4,500 new 
homes, was approved this 
month. 

As well as an increase in 
the amount of affordable 
housing in the area, the 
benefits of the 20 year 
project are set to include a: 

• new GP surgery 
• children's centre 
• expanded primary 
school 

• new mixed secondary 
school 

• new training facility to 
enable local people to 
access local jobs 
• youth club 
• community centre 


• improved open spaces 
overlooking East and 
West Reservoir. 

Woodberry Down is also 
set to achieve a minimum 
EcoHomes rating of 'very 
good' across the whole 
development. 

This independent 
environmental rating looks 
at a number of categories 
including building 
materials, energy, pollution, 
transport, land use, and 
water. 

Other environmentally- 
friendly measures include a 
storm water run-off 
management system, and 
the opportunity for 
combined heat and power 
units fed by greener 
renewable sources. 

Cl I r Jamie Carswell, 
Deputy Mayor of Hackney, 
said: "This is good news for 
one of London's biggest 
regeneration schemes, and 
another positive sign for 
residents that it's all 


taking shape. 

"Woodberry Down is 
about more than just bricks 
and mortar, it is about the 
communities that live there, 
and realising the benefits of 
this transformation for 
everyone." 

The Government has also 
recognised Woodberry 
Down as a Mixed 
Communities National 
Demonstration Project - 
making it an example for 
future schemes to learn 
from. 

As part of the project, 
£4million has been set 
aside to provide a support 
package for leaseholders 
who need financial 
assistance because of an 
equity gap in property 
prices between Woodberry 
Down and the rest of the 
borough. 

The Woodberry Down 
master plan was prepared 
by Hackney Homes, the 
borough's Arm's Length 
Management Organisation 


(ALMO), with resident 
consultation; the project's 
Estate Development 
Committee; and Woodberry 
Down Area Action Plan, 
adopted in 2004. 

The application was 
approved by the Council's 
Planning Sub Committee on 


1 0 September. Other 
detailed planning 
applications for specific 
areas within the 
development are set to 
follow.

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C ommunity groups in 
Hackney have got a 
£1 million boost to 
improve green spaces, sports 
and leisure activities. 

The money, generated by 
the 201 2 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games, has been 
shared out between 24 
projects in the Wick and 
King's Park wards. 

These two areas are 
adjoining the Olympic Park 
and will use the cash for 
projects including a new 
children's playground, 
landscaping, community 
gardens, cycling schemes and 
much more. 

The projects succeeded in 
bidding for a share of the 
Recreation and Environment 
Action Programme (REAP) 
fund - a £1 million pot 
secured by the London 
Development Agency (LDA) 
and Hackney Council. Cllr 
Guy Nicholson, Cabinet 


Member for Regeneration and 
the 2012 Olympic & 
Paralympic Games, said: "This 
represents a real and tangible 
benefit from the 201 2 Games 
for the residents closest to the 
Olympic Park. This is a 
valuable opportunity which 
helps residents to create a 
better environment to live in 
and to support more sports 
and outdoor activities for 
young residents." 

Gareth Blacker, LDA 
Director of Developments - 
Olympics, said: "The Olympic 
bid was based around the 
regeneration of east London 
and it is great to see this in 
action so early in the process." 

One project already 
underway is at Hackney 
Quest children's charity on 
Poole Road, E9. Young people 
have transformed a derelict 
playground by helping design 
and paint an Olympics- 
themed mural. 


Hackney Quest project 
director, Colette Allen, said: 
"The playground next to us 
was derelict and being used 
for anti-social behaviour. Our 
young people worked with 
the community to turn it into a 
brighter, happier place, which 
is safe and clean for the whole 
community to use and enjoy. 

"Our young people are 
absolutely chuffed with the 
mural and have been proudly 
showing it off. The community 
is also really pleased and 
residents are now helping us 
manage the playground. This 
project has really brought 
people together." 

The next stage will involve 
installing lighting, CCTV and 
benches.

Millions plus for estates 



Play areas are among the communal facilities which can be 
improved by the Estates Plus programme 


INVESTMENT for 20 estates 
to tackle overcrowding, 
transform problem areas, and 
improve communal facilities 
has taken a step closer with 
the approval of a multi- 
mil lion-pound strategy. 

The latest stage of the 
Estates Plus programme got 
the go-ahead from the 
Council's Cabinet, following 
months of consultation with 
residents. 

The idea is to fund new, 
affordable family homes and 
improvements to facilities 
such as community halls and 
public spaces by selling 
under-used land to housing 
associations. 

Cllr Jamie Carswell, 

Deputy Mayor of Hackney, 
said: "Our top priority is 
improving the quality of life 
for residents, particularly 
those in overcrowded 
homes. 

"There have been mixed 
views - some in support; 
some sought no change; 
some wanted it faster; some 
wanted more information, 
but residents were generally 
in favour of the proposals. 
The Council has kept on 
listening to and taking 
account of residents' views 
throughout the strategy's 


development." 

There were nearly 200 
responses to the Frampton 
Park Estate consultation, with 
between 52 and 64 per cent 
backing the suggested sites 
for development. 

On the Milton Gardens 
Estate, although just under 
five per cent of residents 
attended a consultation 
afternoon, almost all were 
supportive and keen to 
discuss possible landscaping 
improvements. 

The Cabinet decision 
requires that an estimated 
£6.8million generated by 
Estates Plus land sales is re- 
invested into these estates, 
providing up to 703 new and 
affordable family homes, up 
to five renovated community 
halls, and other 


improvements. 

The new homes will be 
prioritised for overcrowded 
households, and for those 
moving to smaller properties, 
to free up more multi- 
bedroom, family homes. 

Cllr Carswell added: 
"Hackney is a different 
borough today compared to 
when these estates were 
built, and providing more, 
affordable, family housing is 
an issue the Council takes 
very seriously." 

The Council will also 
control who gets to live in the 
new homes, and is proposing 
more than 80 per cent will be 
for rent to ensure estate 
residents benefit from the 
strategy.

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O ne of the nation's 

best-loved actresses

Pam Ferris, who made her 
name as Ma Larkin in The 
Darling Buds of May, spoke 


at a gathering of carers in the 
Town Hall about her own 
experiences looking after 
relatives. 

Pam, who is Vice President 
of the Princess Royal Trust for 
Carers, said: "This building 
has many memories for me, 
because the last time I was 
here was 2 1 years and one 


week ago exactly, 
when my husband 
and I got married. 

"I have had two 
carers' experiences, 
and both of them 
have been in 
Hackney, firstly with 
my mother, and later 
with my mother-in-law. 

"I hope other boroughs 
follow this, because giving 
carers discounts with a card 
is a brilliant idea." 

The event on 1 7 
September was also attended 
by Imelda Redmond, chief 
executive of Carers UK, who 
praised the Council's card 
scheme. She said: "I'd like to 
commend Hackney for 
taking a cross-borough 
approach, and for the work 
they have done in taking this 
forward." 


The Hackney Carers 
Discount Card gives users a 
50 per cent off-peak 
reduction (30 at per cent at 
peak times) GLL managed 
Council leisure centres. 

So having a dip at 
London Fields Lido, 
relaxing in a sauna, or 
trying a range of activities 
on offer at the Britannia, 
Kings Hall, Queensbridge, 
and West Reservoir centres 
is now much cheaper for 
Hackney's estimated 
1 8,000 carers. 

The card also gives 
discounts at more than 50 
shops, including Hackney 
pharmacies and health 
centres, as well as Dalston's 
Rio Cinema. 

A carer can be of any 
age, and gives unpaid help 
to a friend, relative or 
neighbour who, due to a 
disability, illness or frailty, is 
unable to live in their own 
home without assistance. 

For the past eight years, 
Anita Willis, 69, and her 
husband John, 65, have 
both been carers for Anita's 
90-year-old mother Spodra, 
who has cardiovascular 
senile dementia, at their 
home in Stoke Newington. 

Mrs Willis, a retired 
secretary for Help the

"It's all the 
time - 

sometimes it's 
absolutely 
wonderful, 
sometimes you 
get really tense, 
but I know how 
good she was to us, and 
now I look after her. 

"I think leisure activities 
will be really good as that's 
what you need most of all, 
you can come back 
refreshed. I'd like to go 
sailing. 

"I'd certainly recommend 
carers getting in touch with 
Hackney social services, 
the help is wonderful, and 
it's all about your needs - 
they don't come to 
reorganise what you do." 

The discount card is part 
of the Hackney Carers 
Strategy, launched in June, 
which also includes a 
helpline; provision for 
additional respite breaks; 
access to the Council's 
Income Maximisation 
Service; information packs; 
and free training and 
courses.

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Y oung people explored 
how to resolve conflict 
without using violence 
for a summer long project 
showcased during London's 
Week Of Peace. 

The Positive Conflict 
conference was the 
culmination of work by local 
teenagers who had 
researched what issues spark 
confrontation in Hackney. 

Guests examined what 
triggers anger and violence 
through workshops, street 
poetry, drama and music. 

The conference at Hackney 
Museum was hosted by 
young people, aged from 1 4 
to 1 9, who had trained as 
peer researchers, with 
funding from Team Hackney. 

Throughout the summer, 
they worked to gain an 
accredited qualification in 
peer research by conducting 


200 interviews and two focus 
groups on young people's 
experience of conflict in 
Hackney. 

They also set out to raise 
awareness of peer mediation 
- where young people help 
others their own age find 
solutions to disputes with the 
support of an impartial third 
party. 

The whole project was 
filmed for a documentary, 
which premiered at the 
Positive Conflict event on 1 2 
September. 

Cabinet Member for 
Children's Services, Cl Ir Rita 
Krishna said: "This project has 
shown how young people 
can support and help each 
other to deal with their 
problems responsibly. 

"I would encourage more 
local young people to try peer 
mediation or peer research. 


It's a great way of meeting 
new people and could also 
give a flavour of careers such 
as social work or mediation." 

A number of proposals 
made as result of the research 
are being taken forward by 
project organisers Hackney 
Mediation Service and 
CityZEN. 

They are now looking to 
recruit more peer mediators 
and researchers in order to 
carry out further work in the 
local community.

RESIDENTS of a Hackney 
sheltered housing scheme 
have found a visiting 
warden system has 
worked well for them, 
according to a new report. 

A pilot at Robert Owen 
Lodge, in Clarence Road, 
E5, has been given the 
thumbs up by all 26 
residents who requested 
the support service. 

The visiting warden 
system was tried out at the 
Hanover in Hackney 
managed block from last 
September until February, 
and extended to an extra 
12 older people living in 
the surrounding area. It 
proved very popular and 
the visiting warden 
continued to work at the 
Lodge after the trial period 
was over. 

Initial concern from 
residents about losing a 
previous live-in warden, 
who retired in October 
last year, was soon put to 
rest when the new one 
began work. 

Joyce Benson, 77, has 
lived at Robert Owen 
Lodge in Lower Clapton, 
for nine years, and she 
said the new officer looks 
after residents well. 

"It's fantastic," she said, 
"He's always here, and 
does a good job for us. If 
you need something, he's 
always available. 

"I love it here," Mrs 
Benson added. 


The retired cleaner, who 
used to work at the former 
Hackney Technical 
College, said she was also 
pleased with a recent 
refurbishment carried out 
by Hanover in Hackney. 

There are 60 sheltered 
housing schemes in the 
borough, involving 21 on- 
site residential wardens - 
however, only two thirds 
of residents make use of 
this support service. 

Cl Ir Nargis Khan, 


Cabinet Member for 
Community Services, said: 
"It is wonderful to hear 
that residents have found 
that the pilot worked well 
for them. This illustrates 
how a new way of 
providing support for 
older people in sheltered 
accommodation, and for 
those living outside as 
well, is proving successful 
and positive for residents."

"Reading means more 
choices for education and 
employment, but is also life- 
enhancing in itself. No one 
should be denied the 
opportunity to learn." 


According to a 2006 
report, the need to improve 
literacy, numeracy and key 
skills is greater in Hackney 
than any other London 
borough, with many pupils 
performing below the 
national average in reading. 
Improving and building on 
the work already being done 
in Hackney to improve key 
skills will be a key priority of 
the campaign. 

Alan Wood, Director of 
Children's Services and CEO 


of The LearningTrust, said: 
"Words Unite is a hugely 
exciting and important 
campaign for Hackney as 
the social and economic 
benefits of reading are 
indisputable. 

"Many excellent reading 
initiatives are already taking 
place in schools, libraries 
and adult learning centres 
throughout Hackney to 
improve literacy, but with 
this additional support we 
can really make an impact."

TAKING a packed lunch to 
work or school might 
sometimes be a healthy or 
economic option, but it can 
generate lots of waste, 
because of over packaged 
convenience foods.

Ghosts of 
Hackney's past 


IN Black History Month, it's 
apt to note the 1 50th 
anniversary of the death of 
a local woman with strong 
links to the British abolition 
movement. 

Joanna Vassa was the 
daughter of Olaudah 
Equiano, also known as 
Gustavas Vassa. 



A former slave who 
became a prominent 
abolitionist, his best-selling 
autobiography was an 
important factor in 
furthering the anti-slavery 
cause. 

Married to Susannah 
Cullen of Soham, Equiano 
had two daughters - Anna 
Marie and Joanna. 

Anna Marie died young, 
shortly after her mother, but 
Joanna lived into her 
sixties. On her 21 st 
birthday she inherited her 
father's silver watch and 
£950 - an amount which 
would be worth many 
times that value today. 

Joanna married 
Congregational minister 
Rev. Henry Bromley, with 
whom she lived first in 
Appledore, Devon, and 
later at Clavering in Essex. 

Then in 1 845, the couple 
moved to London for 
Joanna's health. When she 
died in 1 857, aged 61 , they 
were living in Benyon 
Terrace, Buckingham Road 


in De Beauvoir Town. 

Although it was long 
suspected that Joanna must 
be buried somewhere in 
London, it was only in 
2005 that at last her grave 
was discovered - in Abney 
Park Cemetery. 

Located in Watts Walk 
near the Isaac Watts 
Monument, her inscription 
reads 'Memory of Joanna 
beloved wife of Henry 
Bromley, daughter of 
Gustavus Vassa, the 
African. Born April 11, 

1 795 and died March 
1857'. 

On Sunday, 14 October, 
at 2pm, there will be a 
Black History Month 
themed tour in Abney Park 
Cemetery given by the 
Equiano Society, when you 
can learn more about 
Joanna and her important 
father.

Health advice

THERE have been recent reports about the toxicity offish. 
This is due to the amount of mercury in the environment, 
which fish then ingest. 

There is now apparently, on average three times, more 
mercury in the environment than 200 years ago, as a result 
of industrial emissions. 

Certain fish are a good source of essential fatty acids 
(EFAs), which are incredibly good for our health. 

However, fish especially larger fish such as tuna, swordfish 
and marlin store mercury. With this in mind it's a good idea 
not to eat tuna more than once a week. Marlin or swordfish 
are best eaten only once a month. 

Salmon, small mackerel or sardines are good to eat, these 
types offish are rich in EFAs. Farmed fish may have lower 
amounts of EFAs than wild forms. 

Here are some of the benefits of consuming EFAs: 
improved memory, concentration and mood; helps joints; 
hair and skin improvements; healthier heart. 

It's also worth thinking about the damage of over-fishing. 
Fishmongers know all about this, and can offer help and 
advice about tasty alternatives and sources. 

Fish is incredibly good for our health. Buying fish from 
reputable sources will also help preserve fish stocks, and the 
marine environment. Stop and think next time before you 
buy some fish. 

A note for those who don't eat fish. EFAs are contained in 
non fish products, such as linseed and hemp oil.

More for your money 

THE popular 394 bus route 
now boasts more services 
an hour in response to 
passenger demand. 

The service between Angel 
Islington and Homerton 
Hospital via Hoxton, 
Broadway Market and 
central Hackney has been 
increased to five an hour. 
The route was first 
introduced six years ago as 
an experiment by 
Shoreditch Trust and 
Hackney Community 
Transport as a half-hourly, 
Monday to Saturday, 
service.
